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New Ford V-8 Line Proves 
Impressive at Preview at 
Edgewater Assembly Plant 


Many Ford Features Still 





Retained, But Changes to 


Be Found Throughout Chassis 
and Bodies 





New York, March 31.—Mystery surrounding the details 
of the new Ford V-8 which have been revealed piece-meal dur- 
ing the past few months was cleared away yesterday at a pre- 
showing of the new models to fleet owners and members of 


the press. 


The new V-8 is much more impressive than pub- 


lished photographs would indicate, and there are several 
mechanical innovations which pictures so far published have 


failed to reveal. 

While the Ford Motor Company 
has made many concessions to the 
popular demands for streamline 
body designs it has adhered closely 


to its own judgment in the mechan- 
ical assembly. The Ford V-8 engine 
is typically Ford. It is extremely 
simple in design and is built for ac- 
cessibility and lends itself readily 
to adjustments by owner mechanics, 
Transverse springs are continued 
with the accepted Ford use of radius 
rods for stabilizing the front and 
rear axles, The rear springy how- 
ever, is.ingeniously mounted on 
perches extending to the rear of the 
rear axle housing, thus permitting 
free up and down motion of the 
differential housing forward of the 
spring, ma:':ing it possible to lower 
the rear half of the body consider- 
ably. The transmission is a con- 
céssion to present trends employing 
silent herring-bone gears with syn- 
chronizing mechanism between the 
intermediate and high gear, thus 
eliminating gear clashing. 

The wheel base has been length- 
ened to 106 inches, but the new 
spring suspension permits longer 
and roomier bodies with the gaso- 
line tank mounted in the rear. 

The new V-8 engine is a 90 degree 
type with a bore and stroke of 
3;% by 3% inches. Both banks of 
¢ylinders and the flywheel housing 
are cast en bloc. Two water cir- 
culating pumps, one for each bank 
of cylinders, are mounted at the 
upper front of the block and are 
diriven by a V-belt from the crank 
shaft which also drives the gener- 
ator and cooling fan which is 
mounted on the front end of the 
generator shaft. The generator and 
fan are mounted in the vortex of 
the V formed by the two banks of

FEDERAL EXCISE TAX 


New York, March 31.—Manufac- 
turers of automotive parts, acces- 
sories and equipment both for orig- 
inal equipment and _ replacement 
purposes are protesting against the 
proposed excise tax on automobiles 
and automotive products passed by 
the House Committee of the Whole 
on March 29.

Unless all signs fail, the next thirty or forty or fifty 
days are going to determine the economic trend of 1932.

Within the next two weeks maximum pressure will be 
brought to bear to create sales of automotive vehicles. Re- 
sults should be apparent within thirty to fifty days. 

If the American public, at the height of the traditional 
spring automobile buying season, does not respond to the 
intensive sales campaign to which it is being subjected, we} 
may take it that automobile sales will be off for the re- 
mainder of the year. Economists generally agree that if 
this occurs, industry and the country may well make up 
its mind to carry on through a depression that will last at 
least until fall. 

We are optimists enough to believe that the next sixty | 
days will show a volume of automobile buying to indicate 
an emergence from the nethermost depths of the depression. 


Unsung Heroes 
N a recent newspaper story, B. C, Forbes paid a tribute 
to the independent merchants of America, terming them 
the “unsung heroes” of the depression. 

When millions of our fellow citizens began to find them-| 
selves unwilling members of the growing army of the unem-| 
ployed, they began to use whatever they may have had of 
that intangible asset known as credit. Many of these people 
had been accustomed to buying food and other necessities 
in chain stores and paying cash. 

But with their jobs went their supply of cash. 
chain stores, being operated on a strictly cash basis, were 
no longer open to them, They turned to the independent 
grocers and butchers and other merchants of their neighbor- 
hoods to get what they could on credit. 

We probably never shall know how many of these inde-| 
pendent merchants have stretched, and are stretching, their 
own credit to “carry” families that otherwise would be 
without food and heat and other basic necessities. 

Mr. Forbes goes so far as to suggest that if this inde- 
pendent source of credit had not been made available, Ameri- 
ca would probably not have gone along in the peaceful way 
that it has so far through the worst economic crisis in its| 
history. 

It is quite possible that the independent retail merchants 
of America today are feeding more people than all the wel- 
fare organizations put together. And they can ill afford to! 
carry the burden.

A new and electrically controlled 
safety free-wheeling unit of the 
direct clutch-control type was 
placed on the market this week by 
the Safety Free-Wheeling Company, 
Chicago. 

Simplicity is one of the outstand- 
this new 
unit. The entire cylinder device 
comprises only a few major parts, 
which are: Vacuum cylinder, mag- 
netically controlled valve, carburetor 
switch, steel wire cable, master 
switch and a few wires. Perform- 
ance of it starts the moment the 
master switch is turned on. The 
slightest motion of the accelerator 
or the vacuum in the intake mani- 
fold gives the driver complete and 
instant control of the car, it is 
claimed. A slight pressure on the 
accelerator causes a sensitive and 
positive action on the clutch. 

The first operation when install- 
ing this unit is to fasten the clutch 
cable attachment to the point of the 
clutch where it curves sharply up- 
ward toward the foot pedal. At this 
point the greatest amount of lever- 
age is obtained, because it is the
